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| Jour of you no doubt wonder that I do 
not Anſwer Mr. FosszTT's publication, inſtead of 
writing to Mr. Hunrinc ron, a ſecond time; — to 
which I anſwer, I had wrote part of an Anſwer to it, 
but my Friends who knew Mr. Fosszrr judged him 
to be a perſon of ſo weak 2 judgment, and the pub- 
lication ſuch a ſcene of ignorahce and confuſion, thit 
it was not worth their while to expend money to pub- 
liſh againft ſo weak a thing, or to take any notice of 
ſo ſimple a Man, as Mr. Fosszyr appears to them to 
be; beſides we view his publication more calculated to 
injure the cauſe he proſeſſes to defend, then it is to in- 
jure ours, but Tr 
upon it in the Pulpit if 1 chooſed, and in dhe 
ments of thoſe who heard me in three Diſeourſt, 1 
completly refuted it, and proved his title page 2 
his accuſation brought againſt me and my appeal 
and the whole of his publication to be nothing « 
but a manifeſtation of his hypoeriſy, in feigrlirg” 4 
love to the Church, and pride aiming to be great, and 
| Ignorance in thinking himſelf capable of explaining 
and vindicating the doctrine of the Trinity ; a thing 
which no man ever yet could ; — thus much for Mr. 
Fosskrr.

But as Mr. — public Charader, 
and as all he either writes or preaches, is in the ge- 
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neral believed by thoſe who hear him, and as we 
view him to be in great confuſion concerning the only 
true God and his Son Jeſus Chriſt, and as he is moſt- 
ly in the Pulpit railing againſt me and the truth of 


God, tho' at times he ftrenuouſly preaches the very doc- 


wine which at other times be condemns ; therefore I am 
determined if poſſible to bring him forth into the open

SIR, 


A S you were continually railing againſt 
me in your Pulpits, repreſenting me as an unconverted 
man, deſtitute of the Grace of God and hardened in 
rebellion againſt him, and likewiſe attempting to over- 
throw or refute the doctrines I preach, and that before 
you had either ſeen or heard them fairly ſtated from my 
mouth or pen, which was anſwering a matter unheard, 
and (as Solomon ſays) is folly and ſhame to you. Prov, 
xviii, 13. 


I therefore ſent you one of my Books as ſoon as it 
was publiſhed, with a Letter addreſſed perſonally to 
you, defiring your anſwer to the ſame, with this ac- 
knowledgment, viz; if you, by plain ſcriptural Teſti- 
mony and ſound argument drawn therefrom, could 
overthrow or refute the doctrines contain'd in my ap- 
peal, I would by the help of God recant them, I 
never did, nor never will, God aſſiſting me, neither 
hold nor maintain any thing that appears to me to be 
error or contrary to the word of God, for I well know 
a lying tongue will be but for a moment, but the lip 
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of truth SHALL be eſtabliſhed in the earth, when the 
knowledge of God ſhall cover the earth as the waters 
do the Sea. | 


But inſtead of writing me an anſwer in the ſpirit of 
meekneſs, faithfulneſs and truth, you, as your man- 
ner is, ſtill keep railing againſt me and the truth of 
God as preached by me; but this I teſtify to you, that 
you, with all your harſh ſpeeches and condemnatory 
ſentences, utter'd in rage and prejudice againſt me, 
can never beat out of my heart that good hope which 
God through a rich experience of his Salvation hath 
given me, nor can you overthrow or refute the doctrines 
which I preach; for, if you could, you would have 
done it long ago, and as to the trivial excuſes I have 
heard that you make as the cauſe or reaſon why you 
do not write an anſwer to my Book, are ſo weak and 
frivolous that it is not worth my while taking any fur- 
ther notice of them, then to obſerve that your own 
conduct condemns the excuſes you make; for it is evi- 
dent that you have wrote againſt Pamphlets as weak 
and contemptible as may be, and ſome of the Authors 
graceleſs empty Perſons. 


Lou have wrote againſt Mara Deflure, Sir Ham Cot- 
tiſh, Mr. Skinner, and others, — likewiſe you wrote 
againſt Mr. Veſey after he was dead, and could not here 
ſpeak for himſelf, of whom you ſay (that you ſhould 
as ſoon have thought that your little Girl would have 
turned Preacher as he) and · if you could write againſt 
ſuch a theſe, why not write as well as preach ſo much 
againſt that (ſuppoſed) deluded MansELL, who has 
given you both an invitation and a challenge ? why the 
reaſon to me and others appears plain. You are con- 
vinced in your conſcience that you cannot refute what 
I have publiſhed, nor can you fairly anſwer the Four - 
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rau Queſtions which I have propoſed to you, in my 


appeal from page 136 to 156, therefore you chuſe to 
decline the taſk, 


But were you a Man of an humble fpicit, of faith- 
fulneſs and fincerity, you would either confeſs you 
could not refute what I have publiſhed, or elſe gird 
on your armour, and as a good Soldier of Jeſus Chriſt, 
ſhew yourſelf valiant for what you conceive to be truth. 
I ſhould like to ſee you come forth, for I neither hate 
you, nor fear you, nor am I awed by your greatneſs. 


But I and ſeveral of my Friends are of an opinion 
that you will not write profeſſedly againſt me, and for 
theſe Reaſons it appears to us, that ſcurrilous lan- 
guage, falſe accuſations with evaſive and falſe ſubtle 
arguments, uſed to blind the judgments of the ſimple, 
enrage the ſuperſtitious and frighten the weak and 
timorous, are the chief weapons you uſe to carry on 
your Trinitarian warfare with, and the Pulpit appears 
to vou, the moſt ſuitable place to wield ſuch weapons 
as them in; for were you to publiſh your Reaſons, if 
you have any to ſhew as the cauſe for your declaring 
me a deceiver, hypocrite and unconverted Man, as you 
did ſoon after I came up to Londm, and continue {till 
to do the ſame, I would, with the permiſſion of God, 
publiſh my experience and prove you a Liar and your 
accuſations falſe; and were you to publiſh any thing 
againſt my appeal to the Chriſtian profefling world, I 
would anſwer you, if God would ſupply me with m 
to defray the expences of the Preſs, and would ſhew 
the falſeneſs and ſelf-contradiction of your arguments, 
for I can partly judge of what fort they would be, by 
thoſe already extant, ſome of which I ſhall take notice 
of in the courſe of this Letter, 
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Here I would obferve Sir, that you often appeal to the 
conſciences of thoſe you oppoſe, that they never got 
their doctrine from God upon their knees, as you got 
yours. To which I anſwer, the doctrines I preach the 
ever bleſſed God hath revealed them in his word be- 
fore I had any knees; but as it reſpects the doctrines I 
preach and the underſtanding of them, and experience 
of their bleſſings, I can appeal to the Searcher of hearts 
and the conſcience of all wiſe righteous men, that God 
gave me the ſpirit of wiſdom and revelation in the 
knowledge of himſelf, ( Ephe. i, 17,) and hath opened 
my eyes that I might behold wondrous things out of 
his Law, (Pſalmn cxix, 18,) which he has wrote upon 
the fleſhly table of my heart, nor can you, nor the devil 
ever eraſe it from my mind. And you in general like- 
wiſe declare that thoſe whom you oppoſe are men deſ- 
titute of Chriftian experience, that worketh hope; and 
if they profeſs to have any, you demand of them a 
reaſon of the hope that is in them, and an account of 
that experience which wrought their hope. 


To this Sir, I have no objection, any day when 
an opportunity ſhall offer itſelf, in any Public-Meet- 
ing-Houſe, where I without moleſtation ſhall be allowd 
to ſpeak for myſelf, to give an anſwer of the reaſon 
of the hope that is in me, as far as the Lord ſhall en- 
able me with meckneſs and fear, and that before you 
and an hundred or more of the wileft judges and 
greateſt enemies to me that you can find, and I am will- 
ing to ſtand your ſtricteſt ſcrutiny and nice examina- 
tion, for I know God will give me a mouth and wiſ- 
dom my enemies cannot gainſay nor reſiſt ; and, as to 
thoſe who fear and know the Lord, I know I can 
give them ſuch an account of the Lords gracious deal- 
ings with me, both in providence and grace, that their 
conſcience muſt approve of whether they will acknow- 
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ledge it or not, therefore openly and calmly come to 
the teſt or leave off railing againſt me. 


Having ſaid thus much by way of Introduction, I 
ſhall proceed to take notice of your general condeRt 
towards, me, and all who deny your notions of the 
Trinity, and ſubtle manner of working upon the minds 
of your audience, in order to keep them paſſive ia 
your hands, and make them ſwallow down all that 
you are pleaſed to declare unto them, and to preju- 
dice them againſt thoſe whom you oppoſe, that they 
ſhould not hear and impartially judge of what your 
opponents have to ſay in bebalf of themſelves and the 
doctrines they preach. But firſt I would remind you of 
that wholeſome advice you give your Readers in your 
Book, called — A RULEZ and A Ripple, page 4th, 
which reads thus Reader when thou heareſt men in 
«© the Pulpit begin to cut at others as Antinomians, 
without deſcribing what they are, and dropping the 
« ſubject of the Goſpel, ſaying, but we muſt do juſ- 
« tice to the Law, it is the Believers only rule of life 
(then you add) watch their countenance and obſerve 
the ſcripture proofs they bring, and if their coun- 
de tenance falls, their tongue gets fettered, and no proof 
«© produced, but a jumble of confuſion, let it convince 
<< thee they have not ſtood in God's council and there- 
* fore he has confounded them before thee.” 


The above Sir, is your advice, and I have ſollow- 
ed it; and, ſo far as I can fee, it holds good againſt 
yourſelf: for when you in the Pulpit begin to cut at 
others, as Arians, Socinians, Sabellians, &c. ſaying, 
we muſt vindicate the Godhead and perſonality of God 
the Sen and God the Holy Ghoſt, as diſtin& from 
the Father, and earneſtly contend for the doctrine of 

the Trinity, the greateſt and grandeft article of the 
| 6 Faith 
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Faith once delivered to the Saints, then you get into 
a paſſion and confuſion, calling men Arians and 
blaſphemers, their arguments damnable ſophiſtry, but 
not fairly and honeſtly defcribe what they are, or 
what they believe, the arguments they uſe, or the 
ſcriptures they ground their notions upon ; and as you 
cannot bring any paſſage from the word of God that 
plainly and expreſsly declares your Trinity, or any one 
text from which the doctrine of THREE co- equal per- 
ſons in the Godhead can be fairly inferred, you quote 
a number of detach'd parts of Holy writ, and parts 
of texts, where the whole doth not ſuit your purpoſe, 
then huddle them alltogether; which inſtead of being 
any direct proof, or explanation of your doctrine of 

the Trinity, is nothing but a jumble of confuſton, or 
| fo far as parts of the ſacred text are quoted, it is 
truth confuſedly jumbled together, but your notions of 
a Trinity not proved, nor the ſuppoſed myſtery of three 
Gods in one Godhead eſtabliſhed nor explained, but the 
people thrown into confuſion, and their minds blinded 
and paſſions enraged, and their ſpirits bound in laviſh 
fear and dread, about the wonderful myſtery which 
they cannot underſtand, nor can you explain it to them; 
and how ſhould you ſeeing God hath not revealed it, 
and ſeeing likewiſe it is contradiction in itſelf; but then 
in order to make them ſwallow what you ſay, you de- 


clare it is a myſtery that we cannot comprehend, but 
mult believe it. 


But where doth the ſcripture ſay ſo? why ſay you, 
God revealed it in a Viſion to you upon Ripley Com- 
mon (Forty ſtripes fave none for Satan, page 42) and 
then declare, as you did one Evening in AMonkwell 
Street Chapel, that all who die denying the doctrine 
of the Trinity will be damned, or God from firſt to 
laſt hath deceived you, though you have not one text 

in 
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in the Bible as your authority for ſo ſaying; ſo that 
ſuch expreſſions as thoſe, and your ſuppoſed Viſion of 
the Three Gods in one Godhead is nothing but a de- 
luſion, and the wild rant of your own heated imagi- 
nation: but we have a more ſure word of prophecy 


than your Viſion upon Ripley Common, whereto we do 
. well to take heed. 


But to confirm your auditory in the truth of your 
Viſion and awful predictions againſt thoſe who deny 
your Trinity, you ſet before them that awful Butler and 
his dreadful fall, at the hearing of which the weak and 
ſimple in judgment tremble at the awful fate of thoſe 
who deny Mr. Huntington's Trinity, and ſuperſtitioufly 
think they themſelves believe in the doctrine of the 
Trinity, though they neither underſtand it, nor can 
many of them tell what they believe reſpecting it, nor 
can they fee that there is any difference between the 
notions that Mr. Romaine had and thoſe Mr. Huntington 
hath now, but would not dare to ſpeak againſt either 
but hope both are right, and think all blaſphemers who 
do ſpeak againſt either, or attempt to pry into ſuch a 
glorious myſtery that was revealed to Ar. Huntington 
upon Ripley Common. Beſides you tell us thoſe who find 
fault with your eye-ſight, find fault with God (Forty 
ſtripes page 87), but there is a deal of what you call 
eye-ſight (reſpecting the Father, Son and Holy Spirit) 
nothing but blindneſs and confuſion; but God is not 
the Author of confuſion but of peace: and you told 
the people one Tueſday Evening, in Meonkwell fireet Meet- 
ing, not to pry into that glorious myſtery of the Trinity 
(which you ſay was revealed to you in a Viſion upon 
Ripley Common) but they were not to pry into it leſt God 
ſhould ftrike them blind, at the hearing of which the 
people tremble, I have known the time I ſhould 
have trembled myſelf, left, if I did, God ſhould ſtrike 
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we blind or mad, or drive me into deſpair as Butler, 
a man (according to your deſcription of him) that 
never had any real ſcriptural light or knowledge at all; 
though you ſay he had (page 7th) but is it not ſtrange 
| that a man ſhould have fo much ſcripture light and 
knowledge, and yet, zccording to your account of his 
notions, he did not hold one doctrine he taught in a 
true ſcripture light. Then were is his ſcripture light 
or knowledge of the Letter of Scripture? but Sir, if 
we are not to pry into this wonderful myſtery, which 
you ſay was revealed to you, how are we to know 
whether your Viſion was from God or not? and, if 
the doctrines of your Trinity is revealed in the word 
of God, how are we to ſearch the Scriptures without 
prying into that doctrine? for if we ſearch the ſcrip- 
ture, one thing among others is to SgE whether thoſe 
things men teach us are ſo or not, and to prove all 
things by that infallible Rule the word of God; and 
only hold faſt that which is good, and ſo agrees 
therewith. 


But further, if men are to be ſtruck blind for 
ſearching into that which was revealed to you, and 
ſome ſay is revealed in the Bible, why then did 
God reveal it to be ſearched into? for what is revealed 
belongs to us and our children for ever, (Deut. xxix, 
29,) and why are not thouſands ſtruck blind that are 
prying into it and attempting to explain it, ſome of 
whom you will allow know nothing of the only true 
God, nor of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, whom to know is 
life eternal, 


But further you tell the people that thoſe, who 
deny that the ſpirit is a perſon diſtinct from God the 
Father, never felt the fellowſhip of the Spirit, nor do 


they know any thing of. the operations of the _= 
- 
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of God upan their hearts; but my own experience 


teſtifies to me that what you aſſert upon that head is 
falſe, and I defy you to deſcribe any one opperation of 
the Spirit of God, as operating in the fouls of God's 
ele, but what I know and have felt; but as to the 
notions of the Trinity, as taught by you, the Spirit 
of God never led you into that. | 


Again you declare all that deny and do not believe 
Chriſt to be the eternal God, know nothing of his re- 
demption, nor do they know any thing of what Paul 
ſpeaks of ( Phil. iii, 10, ) 'tis true of me that I know 
nothing of the ſufferings, death, or reſurrection of the 
eternal living God, but I know Jeſus Chriſt to be the 
way, the truth and the Life, and that none can come 
unto the Father but by him; and I know what it is 
to have fellowſhip with the Son of God in his ſuffer- 
ings, and feel the power of his reſurrection; and the 
ſ:ripture in plain contradiction to your aſſertion (noted 
above) declare he that believeth (not that Chriſt is the 
living and eternal God) but that he is the Chriſt the 
Son of the living God, that ſuch are taught of God, 
{John vi, 69,) are born of God and overcome the world 
(1 Jabn v, 1, 5,) and that God dwelleth in them, and 
they in God (chap iv, 15,) therefore your harſh afſer- 
tions reſpecting thoſe who do not believe Jeſus to be 
the true eternal God is falſe. 


Again, you declare all that deny the doctrine of 
your Trinity, want to bring every thing down to their 
reaſon, and what their reaſon cannot comprehend, they 
reject and deny; this is not true as it reſpects me, 
„ | 


1ſt. I believe the eternal exiſtence and immenſity 
of Jchovah, but my reaſon cannot comprehend how he 
| C could 
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could be eternal without beginning or end, or how he 
filleth heaven and earth, yet that he doth ſcriptures 
declare ( Iſa. lvii, 15. Pſalm cxxxix, 8, 9, 10. Fere. 
xXxiii, 25, ) therefore I believe it though ſuch know- 


ledge is too wonderful for me, I cannot attain unto 
it, or find out the Almighty to perfection. 


2dly. I believe the myſterious conception and birth 
of Jeſus Chriſt, yet my reaſon cannot comprehend how 
a clean thing could be brought out of an unclean, or 
how an holy ſpotleſs Child ſhould be born of a ſinful 
Woman, his Body made of her Seed, conceived in her 
womb, and yet not partake of any pollutions or de- 
flement of her nature; but the ſcriptures declare, and 
I believe the Child born was holy, the holy Child of 
God, (As iv, 30,) moreover ſaid the Angel to Mary 


that holy thing which ſhall be born of thee, ſhall be 
called the Son of God. 


zdly, I believe the myſterious union of God the 
Father and his Son Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, God is in 
Chriſt and Chriſt is in God, the Father in the Son 
and the Son in the Father, God is glorified in the 


man Chriſt Jefus and the man is glorified in God, 
whatever the Son is to us as a covenant-head, he is 


that to us in the Father, and what the Father is to us, 


he is that to us in relationſhip to and in his Son; 


this union of God manifeſted in the fleſh, is what my 
reaſon cannot define, nor comprehend how the fulneis 
of the eternal Godhead dwelleth bodily in the man 
Chriſt Jeſus, yet I believe it for the work (of Sal- 
vation} fake; theſe with other myſteries revealed in the 
Bible I believe, but your nonſenſe about your Trinity 
God has not revealed in the Bible, nor can I believe 
it, becauſe you ſay it was revealed to you in 2a Vi- 
ion. Some ſpeak lying wonders and Viſions _—_ 

their 
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their own hearts, that never flowed from the inſpira- 
tion of God ; but all your pretentions to Viſions of 
the Trinity is uſed to gain credence from thoſe who 
are charmed with wonders, or to quiet the enquiring 
mind from ſeeking any further evidence in thoſe things 
you aſſert, but cannot prove them from ſcripture teſ- 
timony, nor explain them by the uſe of any known 
language; and all your evil infinuations, harſh aſper- 
tions, and falſe accuſations brought againſt me, and 
ſome others that deny the common received notion of 
the Trinity, are uſed by you to enflame the hearts, and 
prejudice all you can againſt us, that they might nei- 
ther hear what we have to ſay, or read what we pub- 


liſh, but keep them to hearken to and believe all you 
viciouſly and falſely ſay of us. 


I myſelf once in the Town of Salop, went into what 
is called an Arian Meeting, and I trembled moſt of the 
time I was there, till my joints ſhook, and was af- 
fraid to meet any of the people that attended at that 
place, but I could not tell for why ; only I had heard 
ſuch dreadful things ſaid of them, but knew nothing 
what they were, or what they believed; and although 
J have railed ſo much againft men, that deny the 
Trinity, calling them Arians and Blaſphemers, yet I 
never knew rightly what the Sentiments of Modern 
Arianiſm was, nor did ever ſee or read an Arian Author 
till after I had publiſhed my appeal; and from which 
Author I plainly ſaw, that 1 do not believe in any 
one particular as an Arian doth, but in this, viz. that 
the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chrift is the 
only living and eternal God, which the ſcriptures de- 
clare as full and as plain as words can expreſs, and 
that this only true, only wiſe, only living, eternal 
God is not three diſtin perſons, but a Spirit, God

is a Spirit, ſaid the Son, who is the truth, and hath. 
declared the inviſible eternal Gad unto men. 


Having noted thus much reſpecting your conduct 
towards me, and others that oppoſe your unknown 
myſtery, and ſhewn a little of your cratty manner of 
working upon the people minds, I ſhall notice one or 
two texts of ſcripture that you have either preached 
from or quoted, and mangled to ſupply yourſelf with 
amunition to fire at me, and after that return to your 
advice and jumble of confuſion produced in your fore 
cited Book, called Forty Stripes, &c. and likewiſe of 
the production of your wonderful Viſion as record- 
ed in the kingdom of heaven taken by prayer. 


The firſt paſſage that I ſhall notice that you preach- 


ed from, and leveled your artillery at me is (Mark xiii, . 


32» ) in the courſe of your Sermon. from theſe words, 
you ſaid a+certain Blaſphemer on this fide of the 
water, had ſaid that the Son of God did not know of 
the day of Jeruſalem's deſtruction, but it was reveal- 
ed to him after he aſcended to Heaven, &c. this cer- 
tain Blaſphemer as you called me, is ManseLr, ſee 
my appeal (page 138, 139,) but with what propriety 
could you call me a Blaſphemer, ſeeing the words I 
utter d are the wholeſome words of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, who declared that of that day and that hour 
knew no man, nor the Angels in, Heaven, nor the 


SON, but the FaTHaR ; what can be plainer, butmen 


like you ſelf-willed and determined to eſtabliſh your 
notions, though it be in plain contradiction to the 
truth of God, will dare to ſay any thing, for you ſaid 
Chriſt did know, as God, but your text ſays he 
did not, nor any other being in heaven, or on earth, 
fave the Father; and in (Mat. xxiv, 36, ) none but 
the Father ONLY to the excluſion of all others, and 
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3 noted in the appeal bow ſhould they except the 
Father had revealed it to them, for the Father is the 
only wiſe God, for faith Paul, to God only wiſe be 
glory through Jeſus Chriſt, for ever Amen, ( Romans 
| xvi, 27). 
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But let us obſerve what method you take ro contra» C 
dict your text, deceive the people, and make it appear ; 
itt that I was a Blaſphemer, for writing and publiſhing 3 
| what Chriſt had expresſly declared? why firſt you ſaid 

Chriſt knew it as God, for he knew all things and 

| ſhewed it unto Daniel, 


Adly. That Chriſt as man was as ignorant as your» 
ſelf, then you quoted. Ja. xlii, 19, 20, and to which I 2 
anſwer iſt, it is well for you as well as for me, that x4 
blaſphemy againſt the Son of Man is to be forgiven; 
for ſure I am that you have ſpoken blaſphemy againſt 
Chriſt ; for if you can prove Chriſt as man to be as 
ignorant as yourſelf, you can convince him of fin, i. e. 
of the ſin of ignorance, which even the Prieſt, under 
the Law, was to offer a young Bullock for a fin of- 
fering, (read Lev. 4th chap,) but how proud, blind 
and confuſed muſt you be, when you uttered ſuch 
: things againſt the Lord upon whom the Spirit of 
| Jehovah reſts, the ſpirit of wiſdom and underitand- 
ing, Ja. xi, 2, for he was filled with wiſdom, ( Luke 
ii, 40, then how could he be as ignorant as Mr. 
Huntington? who cannot diſcern between the teſtimony 
that the Phat riſces bore of Chriſt, and the teſtimony 
that God gave to his Son, and of his Son; for it apears 
| to me that the 19th and 20th verſes are a prophecy fore 
ſhewing how thoſe people, whom the Prophet calls the 
blind and deaf, that were robbed, ſpoiled and ſnared in 
holes, verſes 18th, 22d, would deſpiſe the wiſdom of 
Chriſt, and ſet at nought all his council, and attribute 

| his 
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his miracles to the agency of the Devil? theſe ſaid they 
faw, but God had blinded their eyes that they could not 
ſee, Jahn xii, 40,) neither the ſigns of the times, the day 
of their viſitation, nor the things that were coming upon 
them, but the 19th and 20th verſes of Za. xii, ch. may 
bare this ſenſe alſo, that Chriſt, when he was falſely 
accuſed by his enemies and blind folded appeared to 
them as though he did not know who ſmote him or the 
malicious intent of his enemies, this is fully ſet down 
in Pſa. xxxviit, It, 12, 13, 14, but the text could 
not mean that Chriſt as man was as ignorant as 


Mr. Huntington, for Chriſt was perfect in holineſs and 


every power of his ſoul was free from fin, and Flunting- 
ton is not yet perfect in knowledge, for he is not 
wiſer than Paul, who acknowledged that he knew but 
in part yet: Paul was caught up to the third heavens, 
but he brought no tidings down of a_ Frinity, of co- 
equal perſons in the Godhead, for ſaith he, to us there 
is but one God the Father; but had Paul been favour- 
ed with your Viſion upon Ripley Common, he could have 
found God the Son, and God the Holy Ghoſt, beſides 
that one God the Father, 


But to return I underſtand the rſt. verſe of the 
xlii, chap. of Ia. to be the teſtimony of God that he 
hath given us of his Son, his Servant, his Meſſenger, 
whom he ſent, and in whom he is well pleafed ; for 
(faith he) he ihall magnify the Law and make it honor- 
able; but, if the 1gth and 2oth verſes were the views the 
Prophets had of Chriſt, or the teſtimony of God con- 
cerning him, in the ſenſe you would have us to under- 
ſtand it, it not only makes out Chriſt to be as blind 
and deaf as Mr. Huntington, but even aſks who is blind 
but the Lord's ſervant, or deaf as my Meſſenger, &c. 
but ſurely there are others blind beſides Chriſt, and as 
deaf as he, But I hall content myſelf with the "_ 
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1 have put upon them, till I can fee them better ex- 
plained. 


But is it not ſtrange, Sir, that Chriſt, according to 
your ſyſtem, ſhould be God and Man in one Perſon, 
and this ſaid perſon to know and not to know things 
at one and the ſame time? a perſon to be the aiwiſe 
God, and the fame perſon in a nature, that is, an in- 
ferior part of his perſon, as ignorant as A. Hunting- 
ton? this is the divinity gathered upon Ripley Common, 
really it looks like it; for it could never be from the 
green paſtures where Jehovah feeds his flock, but muſt 
come from a barren heath ; for it is barren of ſenſe and 
deſtitute of truth, As to (Fohn xxi, 17,) which you 
quoted to prove Chriſt, as God, knew . of that day 
and hour is explained in the appeal, page 101, and 
now I ſhall go to Daniel, and fee whether he had 
ſaid that the Son, or any one elſe knew of that day 
and hour, fave the Father only; if he did, he like 
you contradifted the Son of God; but the Spirit of 
prophecy is a teſtimony (not againſt but) for Jeſus, for 
to him gave all the prophets witneſs, that through 
his name (the anointed man, the Saviour) whoſoever 
believeth in him, ſhall receive the remiſſion of fins. 
read As x, 38, 43, and chap. xiii, 38, and in Dan. 
viii, 15, 16, 17, we have an account that when Daniel 
ſought for the meaning of the Viſion, he heard 2 
man's voice command Gabriel to cauſe him to under- 
ſtand the Viſion, but that was not what Chriſt ſpoke 
of in Matthew and in Mark, but in Damel xii. 11. 


Daniel is informed of a certain number of days, but 
thoſe I apprehend, alude to the abominations 'of An- 
tiochus Epiphanes, or to the deſolation made by the 
Romans, (fat. xxiv, 15,) or to the abominations of 
popery ; but, let it be which it may, or all, yet 

that 
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that doth not prove your point, for all-though Dan. 

was told of a certain number of days, and the time 
thoſe days were to be numbered from, yet that was 
not the day and hour the judgments and things ſpoken 
of in Matthew were to take place, or be fulklled but Dan- 
jel was informed how long it was to be from the time 
the daily ſacrifice was to be taken away, till the abomi- 
nation that maketh deſolate was to be ſetup, but Daniel 
alſo heard of things that he underſtood not, and when 
he ſought for the meaning, it was told him the words 
were cloſed up, and fealed till the time of the end, 
Dan. xii, 4, 8, 9, and Chriſt told his diſciples that 
all things that he had heared of his Father, he had 
made known to them, ( Jabn xv, 15,) as a proof of 
his love and open friendſhip to them, and Daniel is 
called a man greatly beloved, yet ſome things that he 
fought for were hid from him; for, the man clothed 
in linen, whom I underſtand to mean. Chriſt, told 
him the words were cloſed up and ſealed; which 1 
| ſuppoſe aludes to the Book ſealed with ſeven ſeals, the 


Book of the Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt, which God 


gave unto him; for he took the Book out of the 
hand of him that ſat upon the Throne, which was 
out of the hand of God Almighty, in whoſe power 
thoſe things were before, (As i. 7,) but now given 
to Jeſus Chriſt, to make them known to his Servants; 
therefore it appears clear to me, that of that day and 
hour, ſpoken of in Matthew and Mark, Chriſt did not 
know, till he received the ſealed Book, opened it, and 
looked thereon ; but of the things he did know, for he 
told of the things ; but of the day and hour they were 
to take place, he did not know, which he alſo hint- 
ed at, when he ſaid, pray that your flight be not in 
the winter, neither on the Sabbath-day, ( datthew 
XXiv, 20, but if Chriſt had heard of the Father what 


day or hour it was to be, he would haye told them 
of 
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of it, for all things he heard of the Father he made 
known to them, but of that day and hour he expresfly 
ſays he did not know, prove it otherwiſe if you can. 


Another paſſage you handled and mangled, in order 
to redicule me, was (1 Tim. iii, 16) in the introduc- 
tion to your Sermon upon theſe words, you told the 
people you were going to treat upon Myſteries, and to 
prepare their minds to receive all the myfterious things 
you intended to bring forth; you endeavoured to ſhew 
there were many things, ſpoken af in Scripture, which 
are Contrary to man's reaſon, and feem to be contra- 
dition one thing to another. Among the things 
you brought forth, as being contrary to reaſon, I ſhall 
inſtance two; that of Abraham offering up his Son 


Iſaac, and that of the Mariners throwing Jonah into 
the Sea, &c. 


As to that of Abraham offering up Iſaac, it was 
both rational and juſt, that he ſhould offer him up. 


iſt. Becauſe God commanded him to do it, and 
as Abraham might rationally ſay with Job, the Lord 


gave and the Lord taketh away blefſed be the name of 
the Lord. 


2dly. It was rational for Abraham to believe all 
that God had ſaid unto him reſpecting Iſaac, and that 
the Almighty was able to make every promiſe good 
to him, and thus Abraham reaſoned when by faith he 
offered up his Son, in whom he had received the pro- 
miſes, (accounting), mark that Sir, accounting that 
God was able to raiſe him up even from the gead ; 
from whence he received him in a figure, Heb, xi, 17, 
19, and Paul calls the ſervice of the Saints, reaſon- 
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able ſervice, (Rom. xii, 1,) though they walk in the 
ieps of faithful Abraham. 


. 2dly. Abraham was no murderer (as you inſinu- 
ated) though he intended putting Iſaac to death, or 
as the ſcripture words it, he ſtretched forth his hand 
and took the knife to ay his Son (Gen. xxii, 10,) as 
God had commanded him; nor was it (as you ſaid) 


contrary to the precept, thou ſhalt do no murder, it 


is not murder to execute the ſentence of God, upon 
fuch that God command'd his ſervants to execute it, 
Phineas flew Zimri and Cozbi, but he was not a 
murderer, but an executor of judgment and righteouſ- 
neſs; (Pſalm cvi, 30, 31) Iſaac was a fnner, and it 
was reaſonable and juſt for Abraham to reſign him up 


to the will of God, and do by him as the Lord com- 


manded him, thus much of Abraham. 


As to what you ſaid about Jonah and the Mari- 
ners, was molt of it non-ſenſe; for you ſtrove to make 
it appear, that the Body of Jonah had ſuch an effect 
upon the Sea, when caſt in, as to cauſe a calm; but 
if ſo, his Body muſt have the ſame effect upon the 
mighty wind, that the Lord ſent out into the Sea, 
which cauſed it ſo to rage; but Jonah ment, and ſo 
the Mariners underſtood him, that he had fled from 
the preſence of the Lord; and inſtead of going to Ni- 
neveh as the Lord commanded him, he, in rebellion 
againſt God, was intentionally going to Tarſhiſh; but 
the Lord ſent out that mighty tempeſt to ſtop him, 
and he told the Mariners, if they would caft him in- 
to the Sea, it ſhould be calm to them; for (ſaith he) 
I know, that for my ſake this great tempeſt is upon 
you, but as to the myſtery of the figure of Jonah's 
being three days and three nights in the Belly of the 
Fiſh, they knew nothing of; for they did not know 
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how long he was to be in the fiſhes belly, nor did 
they know there was a fiſh to receive him at l. 


But here I would aſk you Sir, if you when at pray- 
er or preaching, or any other kind of ſervice you are 
engaged in, do you pray and preach like an irrational 
man, or do you not act as a rational Creature? if fo 
why ſo much railing againſt reaſon? although an 
adopted Child of God knows things, and enjoys 
bleflings he never could have underſtood, or come to 
the enjoyment of merely by the power and 'guidence of 
his own reaſon, independent of divine revelation and 
the teaching of the Holy Spirit of God; yet, is the 
divine revelation, God hath given us of himſelf and 
of his Son Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, contrary to the 
rational conception or perceptions of man? or doth 
divine teaching make men irrational beings? If fo, 
the Bible muſt be of as much uſe to brutes as to men, 
and the more a man hath of divine teachings, the 
more like an Idiot he muſt be; but God doth not 
turn rational Creatures into Idiots, for the more a 
man is taught by the Spirit of God, the more rati- 
onal and wiſe he is in every thing, and fo walks 
circumipectly, not as a fool, but as wife, and the 

Lord draws his People with cords of a man, and with 
| bands of love. 


However tranſcendent the myſteries revealed in the 
Bible are above the power of inan's darkened under- 
ſtanding, now fallen, yet they are agreeable -to the 
rationality of man, when renewed in the Spirit of their 
mind, and juſtified by grace, renewed in knowledge 
after the image of him that created him; and where 
ſhall! we find the ſublimity of reaſon ſo much difplay'd 
as in the diſputes Jeſus had with the Phariſees, and in 
the anſwers he made them, and the parables and ſi- 
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militudes he uſed to ſet. forth ſpiritual and heavenly 
things. | 


But, to return to the text, and without controverſy 
great is the myſtery of godlineſs, God was manifefted 
in the fleſh, juſtifed in the Spirit, feen of angels, 
preached - unto the gentiles, believed on the world, 
and received up into glory. This text fays nothing 
againſt me that I know of, but I cannot write my 
thoughts fully upon it, or give what I conceive to 
be the meaning of it in full, ſeeing it would more than 
fill my Letter; yet, ſeeing I have not particularly 
ſpoken upon this paſſage in my appeal, I wil! offer a 
few thoughts upon it, to the conſideration of ſuch who 
chuſe to read this Letter. And iſt the text doth not 
ſay great is the myſtery of the Trinity, three Perſons 
equally God, — God the Father, God the Son, and 
God the Holy Ghoſt, and yet but One God; 
nor doth it ſay, the ſecond Perſon in the Trinity, 
was made fleſh, as you ignorantly aſſerted, but it 
reads, God was manifeſted in the fleſh, and we know 
there is none other God but One, and this One God 
was manifeſted in his Son the brightneſs of bis glory, 
and expreſs Image of his perſon. When the word 
was made fleſh and dwelt among us, God the Father 
dwelt in him, and was with him, declared by him, 
and manifeſted in him, and through him; therefore 
God was manifefted in the fleſh. 


But, in order to throw ſome light upon the text, I 
ſhall firſt conſider, bat of God was manifeſted. Second- 


ly. How He was Manifefled. Thirdly. In what ſenſe 
Cod was juſtified in the Spirit. | 


I. What of God was manifeſted in the Fleſh. 
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1ſt. The wiſdom of God was manifeſted in Chriſt. 

whence hath this man this wiſdom ? God filled him 

with the ſpirit of wiſdom, and made him of quick un- 

derftanding in the fear of the Lord, ſo that he knew 
| Judas was an bypocrite from the begining, and he told 
ſome that he knew them, that they bad not the love of 
God in them; but he did not judge after the fight of 
his Eyes, or hearing of the Ears, but, faith he, as I 
hear I judge: (2.) The Wiſdom of God is manifeſted | 
in Chriſt, as the great Prophet of his Church, teach- 
ing and revealing the eternal purpoſe and counſels of 
God to us: he hath given me the tongue of the learned, 
that I may know how to ſpeak, &c. (Ijaiab |. 4.) 
compare Deut, xviii. 18. wm iii, 22, 26, with * 
xii. 48, 49, and Jabn xiv. 10. 


2dly The power of God was manifeſted in the mira- 

cles and cures Chriſt wrought : for ſaith Peter, God 

. anointed Jeſus of Nazzareth with the Holy Ghoſt and 
| with power, who went about doing good, &c. And 
| God upheld him in the work of our Salvation, therefore 
1 to them that are ſaved and called Chriſt is the power of 
God and wiſdom of God. (1 Cor. i. 24.) and thus the 
wiſdom and power of God were manifeſted in the fleſh. 


zdly. The Love of God was manifeſted in Chrift, 
when made fleſh, made under the Law, to redeem them 
that were under the Law, &c. For in this was mani- 
feſted the Love of God towards us, becauſe God ſent 
his only begotten Son into the world that we might 
Live through him; herein is love, not that we loved 
God, but that he loved us, and ſent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our ſins. 1 John in iv. 9, 10. 


Athly. The Juſtice of God was manifeſted in the 
fleſh : For what the law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the fleſh, God ſending his own Son, in the 
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likeneſs of ſinful feb, and for fin condemned fin in the 
. (Rom. viii. 3) thus the juſtice of God is mani- 
felted in taking vengeance in Chritt, that he might be 
zuſt, and the juſtifier of them who believe in Jeſus, 
(Ram. iii. 25, 26.) 


_  zthly. The holineſs of God is manifeſted in the fleſh, 
God as a holy God, hateing and abhoring iniquity, 
(Haak. i. 13.) cannot hold communion with finners 
but through his Son, nor can he look upon them with 
acceptance, but as they are holy in Chriſt, and with- 
out blame before him in love, accepted in the beloved ; 
therefore he prepared a holy body for his Son, when he 
was made flcſh in the likeneſs of his brethren, and 
Jeſus is called the Holy One of God, that was not ſuf- 
fered to ſee corruption; and in this holy one God 
dwells, as in an holy habitation, (Palm Ixviii. 5.) 
Jeſus Chriſt is God's heir, and the ſaints are God's 
inheritance, choſen in him; (Epbe. i. 18.) And as the 
incorruptible God cannot inherit corruption, nor can a 
corruptible man inherit the incorruptible God, there- 
fore Jefus Chrift, God's heir, was not ſuffered to fee 
corruption, and the Saints ſhall be raiſed incorruptible 
in the glorious image of Chriſt, an habitation of God 
through the ſpirit, thus the holineſs of God was mani- 
ſeſted in the fleſh, Oh! give thanks at the remem- 
berance of his holineſs. 


6thly. The Mercy of God was manifeſted in the 
Fleſh. Mercy and Truth meet together in Chrift, 
Righteouſneſs and Peace kiſſed each other in him. 


 qthly. The Life of God was manifeſted in the fleſh, 
Man by fin is alienated from the Life and Immortality 
of God, Chriſt has brought life and . immortality to 
light through the Goſpel, and he hath told us, he that 
eatcth his fleſh and drinketh his blood hath eternal life, 
2 and 
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and that (ſaith he) which I will give for the life of the 
world, is my fleſh, 70h vi. not to eat his fleſh groſsly, 
as the Papiſts dream, but ſpiricually; it is the ſpirit 
that quickeneth, the fleſh profiteth nothing. Now 
the Lord is that ſpirit into whoſe image the Saints are 
changed, from glory to glory, even as by the Lord, the 
Spirit. So it reads in the margin (2 Cor. iii, 18) and 
agrees with the laſt Adam, was made a quickening 
Spirit, (1 Cor. xv. 45.) and Chrift is to us the Refur- 
rection and the Life, God hath given to us eternal Life in 
his Son, i, e. he hath given to us himſelf as the life of 
our ſouls, and length of our days and portion for ever. 
This he is to us in his Son, who Liveth by the Father, 
and we live by him. Thus we are heirs of God {who 
is Life) and joint heirs of Chriſt, in whom eteraal Life 
is given and manifeſted to us (1 Jab i.) 


Schly. The Faithfulneſs of God was manifeſted in 
the Fleſh. The firſt promiſe that God made or mani- 
feſted to man upon earth was, the ſeed of the woman 
ſhall bruiſe the Serpents' head, which was in the fulneis 
of time fulfilled, when God ſent his Son made of a 
woman, and manifeſted him to his people, and confirm- 
ed his promiſes made unto the Fathers in the coming 
of Chriſt, (Nom. xv. 8.) and his oath and promiſes of 
Salvation are ratified and fulfilled to the heirs of promiſe, 
in Chriſt, in Faithfulneſs and Truth for ever more. 


gthly, The Glory of God was manifeſted in the fleſh, 
when Chriſt Jeſus was made of the ſeed of David ac. 
cording to the fleth, and born ia Bethlehem; the 
Angels ſung Glory to God in the higheſt. The Glory 
of God ſhines forth in the face of Jeſus Chriſt, and the 
Glory of God and the Lamb are the glory theme, light 
and joy of Heaven, (Kev. xxi. 23.) thus God was 
manifeſted in the fleſh. 


I ſhall 
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-T ſhall now ſhew in what ſenſe I underftand God 
juſtied in the Spirit. 

God was Juſtiſied in the Spirit of Chriſt, and is juſti- 
fed in the Spirits of his People, and in the teſtimony of 
his Spirit with theirs. 

(iſt.) Chriſt Juſtified God, when he acknowledged 
him the abſolute Lord of Heaven and Earth, when he 
thanked the Father for hiding the myſteries from the 
wiſe and prudent, and revealing them unto babes, be- 
cauſe it ſeemed good in his fight. 

( adly. Chriſt juſtified God in his ſpirit when God 
took vengence upon him for the Sins of his People, 
Father, ſaith he, not my will, but thine be done. 

3dly. God is Juſtified in the Spirit of his People in 

all his Diſpenſations of Grace and Providence towards 


them, Wiſdom is juſtified of her Children, Publicans 
and Harlots juſtified God. 


(4thly.) They Juſtify God in taking Vengence upon 
the Wicked, ſee Rev. xvi. 7. and xix. 2. Pſa. exix. 128. 
and thus much reſpecting God Manifeſted in the Fleſh, 
Juſtified in the Spirit, but I muſt paſs over the remain- 
der, as the work ſwells too much in my hands, I have 
ſaid more upon the text than what I intended, yet 1 
could not ſay leſs, except I had faid nothing, therefore 
I ſhall conclude my obſervations upon this Myſterious 
Paſſage, by obſerving, the inviſible eternal God was 
never ſeen of any ſave of the Son, (Jobn vi. 46.) nor can 
be ſeen, but as he his ſeen in Chrift his expreſs Image. 
The Son, when on earth, declared and manifeſted the 
only true God unto men, as he ſaid I have manifeſted 
thy name unto the men thou gaveſt me (Fobn xvii. 6.) 
The name Emanuel fignifieth God with us, this name 
neither Chriſt nor his Apoſtles never verbally uſed in 
their doctrine, preaching or writing, but the meaning 
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of the name, which is God with us, they often uſed : 
God was in Chrift, faith Paul, God was with Jeſus, 

faid Peter, my Father is with me and in me faith the 
- Son. I will faith the living God dwell in them and 
walk in them, (2 Cor. vi. 16.) then he muſt be with us 
dwelling in his Son, who was made fleſh and dwelt 
among us, and manifeſted the Father to his Teople, ang 
thus God was manifeſted in the fleſh, 


I ſhall now make a few obſervations upon ſeveral 
parts of your book, called Forty Stripes, &c. and follow 
your fore-mentioned advice, to fee whether you have 
ſtood' in God's Council, or whether he has confounded 
you in your writings, and made manifaſted to us that 
you have produced nothing but a jumble of confuſion, 
or parts of Scripture texts coufuſedly jumbled together. 

In the Preface page 8th, you ſay, ©* You are earneſtly con- 
5 tending for the Doctrine of the Trinity, the greateſt and 
«© grandeſt Article of the Faith once delivered to the Saints.” 

But Sir, It appears to me that the Belief of the doctrine 
of the three co-equal perſons in the God-head, is no- 
where revealed in the Bible, nor are the Saints com- 
manded to believe it. Therefore it appears to me, ſo 
far from being the greateſt and grandeſt article of Faith 


once delivered to the Saints, it appears to me no article 
at all. 


2dly. The Bible Doctrines of Grace in Chriſt Jeſus, 
and your doctrine of three co- equal perſons in the God- 
head cannot ſtand together, as I have ſhewn in my Ap- 
peal, particular in the glaſs at the end of the Appeal; 
therefore your Doctrine of the Trinity, is not the Doc- 
trine of the Bible. 


(3dly.) No man can believe that there are three 
perſons equally God. God the Father, Gad the Son, 
and God the Holy Ghoſt, without believing there are 
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three co- equal Gods, of one and the ſame nature, Glory 
and Power, but the Scriptures declare there is but one 
God and none other but He; therefore your notions of 
the Trinity are not of God. 


(4thly.) The experience of the Children of God uni- 
verſally proves that the doctrine of the Frinity is not of 
God, for whatever true peace, and comfort, and com- 
munion of the ſoul they enjoy with God, while they 
view one God and one Mediator, one God the Father 
and one Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as ſoon as they hear men 
diſpute about the mode of God's Exiſtence, and that 
there are three in one, and one in three, and each perſon 
muſt be worſhiped deſtinct, and co-equal honour and 
glory given to them all, they are thrown into confuſion 
and diſtreſs, but God is not the author of confuſion, 
but of peace, therefore the doctrine of three co- 
equal perſons in the God-head, is not of God, for 
God is a Spirit, and thoſe that come unto God, muſt 
believe that he is; it doth not Gay bow THEY are, but 
that HE is, and Chriſt is the Way, Truth and Life, 
therefore ſaid Chriſt, ye believe in God, believe alſo in 
me, for no man cometh to the Father but by me; and 
this is Life eternal to know the Father the only true 
God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom he has fent ; which is the 
greateſt and grandeſt Article of the Faith, once delivered 
to the Saints: but your myſtery of confuſion is no 
Article of their Faith at all, whatever it is of yours : but 
again, page gth, you ſay, ** here is Chriſt the conſolation 
of Ijrael praying the Pather of Mercies and God of all comfort 
prayed te, and another Comforter promiſed.” which above 
in the ſame page, you ſay are three diſtin& perſons, one 
fpeaking from heaven, another ſpeaking upon earth, and 
the Holy Ghoſt, ſeen in a bodily ſhape, which in page 
79, you ſay that aach perſon is God in all gloriaus per fectian. 
Now what does all this amount to? why if it amounts 
de any thing, or if there can be any meaning put upon 
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it, it muſt be thus, there is one God ſpeaking from 
heaven, another perſon who muſt be according to yout 
notions, another God ſpeaking upon earth, and another 
who is God, coming down from heaven, in the ſhape 
of a Dove: or take it thus, there is one God the Son, 
praying to God the Father, and God the Holy Ghoſt 
promiſed, which are three Gods, one praying to the 
other. but you ſay page 79, you do not believe there 
are three Gods, but in page $7, you ſay the Father is 
God, (i.e. one) the Son is God, (i. e. two) the Holy 
Ghoſt is God, that is three Gods; if there is meaning 
in words, though you juſt before declared they were not 
three Gods, which amounts to this, there are not three 
Gods, but there are three Gods, for three diſtinct 
perſons, one in heaven, another coming down from 
heaven, another on earth diftin in name, diſtin in 
perſonality, and diſtinct in perſonal properties as you ſay, 
and each perſon diſtinctly God; are as much three 
diſtint Gods as Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob are three 
diſtint men; and if I was to ſay Abraham is a man, 
Iſaac is a man, Jacob is a man, yet they are not 
three men, but one man, would be as good ſenſe as 
ſaying the Father is God, the Son is God, and the Holy 
Ghoſt is God, yet they are not three Gods, but one 
God, which is a jumble of contradiction and confuſion, 
therefore you have not ſtood in God's council; as to 
_ thoſe paſſages Matt. iii. 16, 17. and Jobn, xiv, 16, and 
others of the. ſame import are noted in the Appeal, 
therefore I ſhall not publiſh any thing more upon them, 
till what I have wrote is contradicted : but again, 
xoth, you ſay, and it is clear, that God is called a 
perſon, of whom Chriſt is the expreſs image, &c. but 
in page 89, you ſay, the Lord God of Iſrael is three 
diſtinct perſons in one God, and one God in three 
diſtint perſons; again, page 92, you ſay, the Lord 
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God of Iſrael is one Lord, and three names are not to 


de worſhiped in one perſon, but three perſons in one 


God, and one God in three perſons. This is another 
jumble of confuſion, in the firſt place, God a perſon, 
(2) the God of Iſrael is three diſtin& perſons, (3) the 
God of Iſrael is one Lord, (4) we are to worſhip one 
God in three perſons; is this the fruit of your Viſion upon 
Ripley Common then good Lord give none of ſuch fruits x 
but who told you we were to worſhip three perſons in 
one God, or one God in three perſons? the Scriptures 
no where ſays ſo, the Son declared God is a Spirit and 
the true worſhiper are to worſhip him in Spirit and in 
Truth: and ſays Paul, we are the circumciſion which 


Worſhip God in the Spirit, Rejoice in Chriſt Jeſus, and 


have no Confidence in the Fleſh. (Phil. iii. 3.) thus you 
fee Paul's God was not three, but one, nor was Jeſus 
Chriſt Paul's God, but the Mediator by whom he had 


_ acceſs to his one God the Father, as it is written, for 


through him we both have an acceſs by one Spirit unto 
the Father (Ephe. ii. 18.) again faith he, I thank my 
God through Jeſus Chriſt, Rom. i. 8, 9. again, my 
God ſhall ſupply all your needs, by Chrift Jeſus, Phil. 
iv. 19.— Thus you ſee Paul's God was the Father that 


he ſerved with his Spirit, and in the Spirit, in the Goſpel 
of his Son. 


But further, who told you the Lord God of Iſrael 
is three perſons? the God of Iſrael ſaid, I am the Lord 
thy God—thou ſhalt have none other Gods before me, 
but the pronouns 7 and me do not mean three diſtinct 
perſons, but one, even that God whom you fay it is 
clear he is called a perſon of whom Chriſt is the expreſs 
Image, for you in page 10th of your book, refer to Heb. 
i. 3. which you ſuppoſe means only one perſon of the 
God of Iſrael, but it is evident, that the Apoſtle by the 
name of God, meant the God of Ifrac), who in —_

paſt, ſpeak to the Fathers by the Prophets, and ſo was 
the God of the Fathers and of the Prophets, which is 
clear by comparing Dent. xviii. 15, with As, iii. 13, 
22, 26. and the Lord God of Iſrael is but one, and there 
is none other but he: even you allow that it was God 
the Father that gave the Law upon Mount Sinai, in 
your Kingdom of Heaven taken by prayer. pages 339. 
340. If fo he that gave the Law, ſaid thou ſhalt have 
none other gods before me, but you in page 237, of 
the before cited book, adviſe us to pray to Chriſt, as 
the only true God, but if Chriſt be the only true God, 
where is the Father and the Holy Ghoſt, whom you 
likewiſe declare to be God; beſides, if Chriſt is to be 
prayed to as the only true God, who is the Mediator? 
In ſhort all you write or ſay about your Trinity of co- 
equal perſons in tie Godhead, is nothing but contradic- 
tion and a jumble of confuſion, you have not ſtood in 
God's council, and he has confounded you before us. 


But to return to Forty Stripes, &c. page 47, you ſay 
Chriſt being the firſt born of every creature, is what 


Mr. Veſey does not underſtand, Whether W. Va 
underſtood it or not, it is clear to me you did not un- 
derſtand it when you wrote againſt Yeſſey, for in page 
86, you ſay, there was nothing made below or above, 
till the fix days, in which God created the Heavens and 
the Earth, and all things in them; if ſo, will you tell 
us who was the firſt creature that God made? becauſe 
let him be who he may, he muſt be the firſt born of 
every creature ; now Paul declares Jeſus Chriſt was the 
firſt born of every creature : and John ſays, he is the 
beginning of the Creation of God, ( Rev. iii. 14.) and 
Job was aſked if he was the firſt Man that was born, 
they did not mean was he Adam, but ſome one that was 
born before Adam, i.e. made before the Hills, but 
Adam was not made before the hills, but after; the firſt 
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Man that was born, was brought forth according to the 
opinion of Job's Friend before the hills, and had heard 
the ſeeret of God, and reftrained wiſdom to himſelf, 
(Job, xv. 7, 8.) and in Prov. viii. Chriſt is called Wit. 
dom, and was brought forth or born before the Earth, 
Sea, Mountains, or Hills were made, even when Jehovah 
prepared the Heavens, he was by him, poſſeſſed by the 
Lord, the beginning of his way, the beginning of his 
creation, ſo of courſe the firſt born of every creature, 
the Heir of all Things, for whom and by whom God 
created them; deny it if you can Mr. Huntington but you 
fay, Chrift is God from everlaſting, the Scripture ſays, 
he was in the beginning with God. 


| But again, in page 48, you fay, the human nature 
that Chriſt aſſumed, is called a Body, &c. Pray Sir, 


had Chriſt never a Soul ? you will not alow his Soul 
pre-exiſted and the Scriptures only ſpeak of the Body 
prepared for him, who was made in all things like to his 
Brethren, and took Fleſh and Blood like unto them, 
and came to do the will of God, and there is but one 
God : then he who camego do the will of God, could 
not be the true God himſelf, yet ſome identical being 
did exiſt with God before the body was prepared, and 
Jeſus Chriſt had a Soul, which is clear from his own 
words; my Soul is exceeding ſorrowful even unto death. 


Again, in page 47, you ſay, Chriſt might be called 
according to the human nature, the brother of all man- 
kind, then you quote (Pſalm I. 20.) but Sir, I think 
you are greatly miſtaken; that text you have quoted I 
am ſure does not prove what you fay, for (iſt.) If we 
ſuppoſe the Characters in Pſalm 1. 20, to mean Repro- 
bates, the Church cannot be their mother, nor was the 
Virgin Mary who was the Mother of our Lord their 
Mother, then how can they be ſaid to ſlander Chriſt as 
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their own Mother's Sen. Chriſt is called the Firſt Born 
of many Brethren ; and for aſmuch as the children were 

of fleſh and blood, be likewiſe took part of 
the ſame. But I do not read in the Bible that Chriſt 
will, or ever did acknowledge all mankind Brethren, 
but your meaning is this, Chriſt was God from everlaſ- 
ting, and the Saints are his Brethren by adoption, ſo of 
courſe Brothers of God. 


But again, pages 48, 49. you ſay, (ſpeaking upon 
1 Cor. xv. 24—28.) That the Kingdom and Dominion 
* which is to be delivered up to the Father at the end, is as 
« you conceive the empire or reign of Grace, which 
« Chriſt as man, received from the Father, by a dele- 
6 gated right, —and this Son of Man had given him, 
« Dominion, and Glory, and a Kingdom; that all Pres- 
« ple, Nations, and Languages, ſhould ſerve him.” Daniel, 


vii. 13. 


Now according to your notions of Chriſt, it is thus, 
Chriſt's human nature, is not a perſon, but a thing, the 
inferior part of a perſon as ignorant as yourſelf, and this 
ſaid inferior thing or part of a perſon, hath a Kingdom 
given it, that all nations ſhould ſerve it, yet it is ſay - 
you Idolatry to worſhip a creature or Chriſt as man; 
but you alow all Nations, and Languages are to ferve 
the human nature, or Son of Man, who according te 
you muſt be Idolators, but I read that the glorified in 
heaven worſhip the Lamb that had been flain, beſides 
God; for there is God, and the Lamb, and we are to 
have one God and one Lord, he is thy Lord and worſhip 
thou him, (Pſalm xlv. IT.) which does not mean our 
Jehovah, for the name Jehovah is not a name that ex- 
preſſes the relationſhip of the eternal God to his crea- 
tures, nor doth Jehovah make uſe of it as ſuch, but 
moſtly ſays I am Jehovah thy God, or Alehim, whick 
is 2 covenant name of God, as I have ſhewed in my 
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Appeal, page 69. But Chriſt is called our Lord, Head, 
Ruler, (Micah, v. 2) or Elder Brother, that all his 
Mother's children are to bow down to, for God hath 
made that ſame Jeſus that was crucified, the anointed 
Lord; nor is (Pſalm cx. 1.) as you put it in your 
Kingdom of Heaven taken by Prayer, page 338, for 
David did not call Chriſt his Jehovah, but his Adonia, 
faying Jehovah ſaid to my Adonia, ſee what Paul faith 
(Heb. x. 12) of that perſon called David's Lord, that 
fits at the right hand of God, and that exalied Man 
Jeſus Chriſt we are to adore as our Lord, to the glory 
of God the Father; and the Jews when called in, are 
to ſerve Jehovah their God, and David their King, 
which I underſtand to mean Chriſt, who was made of 
the Seed of David according to the fleſh, and to whom 
God hath given the throne of David, read Fer. xxx. . 
and Hoſea, iii.'5, but I would obſerve that the perſon 
who is ſaid in (1 Cor. xv. 24, 28) to deliver up the 
Kingdom to God even the Father, and is himſelf to be 
ſubject to the Father, is expreſsly ſaid to be the Son, 
not an inferior part of the Son, but the Son himſelf, 
therefore yaur notions of one part of Chriſt's perſon 
being God, and the other Man, and the inferior part, 
receiving a Kingdom, and not the ſupreme part has no 
foundation in Scripture, it is nothing but a quible of 
your own ; beſides, Chriſt according to your notions 
muſt be inferior and ſuperior to himſelf, one part God 
equal to God, the other nature not ſo, your Chriſt is 
greater and lets than himſelf. 


But again, page 124, you ſay Chriſt, as touching his 
Manhood, was without Father, and as touching his 
God-head he is without Mather; pray Sir, did you ever 
converſe with any that were ſo ignorant as to think that 
God had either Father or Mother, but you cannot allow 
Chriſt to have a Father in any ſenſe, (though he is cal- 
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led God's only begotten Son,) but you ſay, as man he 

was without Father, and as God he was the firft, fa 
none before him to create him, page 86, if ſo there was 

none before him to begat him, ſo of courſe without 

Father, both as God and Man, but the Scripture ſays, 

the Son of Man ſhall come in the Glory of his Father, 

( Matt. xvi. 27.) ſo that he had a Father as man; as to 
what is ſaid of Melchiſedec being without father or mother, 
having neither beginning of days nor end of life, which 
I ſuppoſe is the text you alude to, reſpecting Chriſt being 
without Father as Man, and without Mother as God, 
but the text ſays, Melchiſedec was without Father, &c. 
but Melchiſedec is not Chriſt, nor is Chriſt Melchiſdec, 
for Chrift was made an high prieſt for ever, after the 
order of Melchiſedec, and all the Apoſtle means by his 
*being without Father, Mother, deſcent, beginning of 
days or end of life, I apprehend to be this (1.) there 
f is no pedigree, or genealogy of him ſet down, nor do we 
| know any Father or Mother that he had, (2.) there is 
| neither the beginning of his Days or the end of his Life 
| recorded; like, it is of many that lived before the flood, 
3 and alſo of ſome ſince. (3.) his being a Prieſt was not 
| becauſe he was of the Tribe of Levi, for his deſcent 
was not counted from thence, but he was made a Prieft 
by the call and oath of God, as the Son who came of 
Juda alſo was, and as there is no time mentioned, or 
revealed to us, when Melchiſedic began to be a prieſt, 
nor when he ceaſed officiating as prieſt and king, in this he 
was a type of the Son of God, who is made an high prieſt 
for ever after the order of Melchiſedec : Chrift was ſee 
up from everlaſting, from the beginning or ever the 
g earth was, but how long before the earth was we are 
| not told, and he hath an unchangeable priefthood ; the 
prieſts under the Law were made without an oath, but 
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him the LORD Sware and will not repent, thou art 4 
Prieft for ever, after the order of Melchiſedec. Heb. vii. 


There are many more things in this ſaid pamphlet 
of yours, reſpecting your notions of the God-head, that 
I could wiſh to notice, but as I am perſwaded they are 
overthrown in my appeal, I ſhall paſs them, and indeed 
_ as I ſaid before, the whole of your writings, (ſo far as 

they treat upon the mode of God's exiſtence, of there 
being three diſtin perſonalities in the God-head, and 
the diſtin& works in Creation and Redemption of thoſe 
perſons,) they are little elſe but confuſion, and ſelf con- 
tradiction, ſometimes you uſe the word God, to mean 
one perſon only, at other tinies the name God, and the 
very ſame word ſhall mean three perſons equally God, 
ſome times you ſay there is but one Jehovah, at other 
times make it out as though there was two, or three 
Jehovahs, for you read, Pſalm cx. 1, Thus, Jehovah, 
faid to my Jehovah : which according to you muſt be 
two Jehovahs, one ſpeaking to the other, but moſt of 
is a perſonal name, or uſed to exprefs perſonality, but 
the eſſence of the (ſuppoſed) three perſons, for were 
they to allow the name Jehovah to be perſonal, they 
know it would be eaſy to prove by their own argument 
that there is but one intelligent being, who is Jehovah, 
but it appears clear to me, 'that the name Jehovah is 
conſtantly uſed to expreſs and mean a real identical 
being, and not mereh the eſſence of a being, for the 
pronouns J, me, my, and he, thou, and thy, are conſtantly 
uſed with it, ſo of courſe means a perſon, I am Jehovah, 
faith the (Living God,) and beſides me there is no God, 


Iaiah, xlv. 5. Thar, even thou art Jehovah alone, 
» Ix. 6. 


And although you profeſs to believe there is but 
one God, yet you repreſent three diſtin w_ 45 
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of in ſeveral diſtinct paſſages of Scripture, and 
performing diſtinct parts of the work in Creation, Pro- 
vidence, and Redemption, the Father you ſay is God, 
diſtin in perſonal properties from the Son and Holy 
Ghoſt, and him you repreſent doing part of the works, 
the Son you ſay is from everlaſting, he perfarms another 
part of the works, the Holy Ghoſt you ſay is perfect 
God, diſtinct in perſonal properties from the other two, 
and he performs a third part, read page 79, 80, 81, and 
compare them with other parts of your book, and let 
any wiſe impartial perſon judge, if what you have there 
wrote doth not amount to what I have ſaid, and while you 
are endeavouring to ſteer clear of the error and confuſion 
of Sabellianiſm, you run into Tritheiſm, or elſe into a 
labyrinth of confuſion, inconſiſtences, and ſelf contra- 
dictions that no one from what you ſay, can tell what 
you mean, or what you believe, and the reaſon of all 
your confuſion is this, you cannot ſubmit your judg- 
ment to the plain teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles, who taught that God the Father is the one 
living, inviſible, all-wiſe and only true God, and that 
Jeſus Chrift is his expreſs Image, his only begotten 
Son, our Lord, and the one Mediator between God 
and Men, and that the Holy Ghoſt is the Spirit of the 
one Living God, were theſe truths which are ſo clearly 
and fully revealed in the word of God once deeply im- 
preſſed upon your mind, you would ſoon be delivered 
from the confuſion you are in, and ſo ceaſe from puz- 
zling yourſelf and others about the mode of God's 
exiſtence, and preach (as you do ſometimes and 
preciouſly too) the Love and Mercy of one God, and 
the finiſhed work of one Mediator ; but I ſhall now 
proceed to examine what you have ſaid of your Viſion, 
and its production, as recorded in the Kingdom of 
Heaven taken by Prayer. 
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Page 338, 339, 340. But obſerve Sir, I do not 
ſpeak againſt Viſions, and the revelations of God, as 
I well know both from ſcripture and experience God 
makes glorious and gracious diſcoveries of himſelf to 
his choſen, and that he revealeth his ſon in them the 
hope of glory, nor do I deny but what God may give 
you a Viſion, to deliver you from the confuſion of 
Sabellianiſm, or to deliver you from Arianiſm ; if by 
Arianiſm you mean a denial of the atonement of the 
Son of God, and his everlaſting righteouſneſs that he 
wrought out and brought in, and is unto all, and upon 
all them that believe, or'if you mean a denial of God's 
Sovereignty in his Electing Love of his Choſen, and 
in his effectually calling them by his Grace from the 
forementioned Atianiſm, I believe God delivers all his 
people in due time, therefore you might have a Viſion, 
to deliver you from it, for ought I know. 


But if by Arianiſm you mean a denial of Chriſt being 
the true eternal God, or a denial of the doctrine of three 
co- equal perſons in the God-head, then I muſt confeſs 
to you that I do not believe that God ever revealed 
ſuch a thing to you, or to any other man, as there 
being three co-equal perſons in the Lord God of Iſrael, 
who is a Spirit, or that Jeſus Chriſt the only begotten 
Son of God, is the true God himſelf, therefore if a 
man utter things contrary to the Word of God, and 
ſay heghad them revealed to him in a Viſion from the 
Lord he muſt be a liar, and a deceiver, and his Viſion, 
if he hath any, muſt be a deluſion, and the Lord of 
Hoſt warns us not to hearken to the Prophets that 
ſpeak Viſions out of their own hearts and not out of 
the mouth of the Lord, (Fer. xxiii. 16) and I am ſure 
the Scripture texts you have quoted in page 338, 339» 
do not prove the things you have brought them to prove, 
and if explained, and underſtood in a ſcripture light, 
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they mean quite different from what you repteſent them, 
and as to what you ſay in page 339, 340, Viz. that you 
clearly ſaw if there are not three diſlin#t perſons in the Gode 
head, the Law is of no effef?, what you there aſſert is falſe, 
and is fully overthrown in the glaſs at the end of my 
Appeal, 338, 339, 340. But you Gy, tale away tem- 
« oral death, eternal death is dethroned,” is this true Sir, 
the devil and his angels never died temporally, yet they 
are reſerved in everlaſting chains, under darkneſs, unto 
the judgment of the great day, Jude, 6 verſe, and I con- 
ceive are all everlaſtingly damned. 


Again you ſay, Iſrael finned againſt the three glorious 
perſons in the God-head, and they are charged with finning | 
againſt each perſon diſftin#tly, i. e. ſome times againſt one, 
and ſometimes againſt another, and that in three 
ſeparate places, again? one in the mount, another in the 
cloud, and the other in Moſes Aaron and Miriam,” which 
is repreſenting the God-head, like contrafted matter 
reſiding in three ſeparate places, but let them fin againſt 
as many perſons as they may, they ſinned but againſt 
one God, and that God was he who gave the Law, 
whom you allow to be the Father, and neither we nor 
they were to have any other God but he, againſt thee 
enly have I finned, faith David, (Pa. li. 4) which, was 
not againſt three perſons, but one only, and Iſrael 
were 'forbid to have any other God but him 'whe 
gave the Law, which was one God and but one in- 
telligent being, God is one, (Gal. iii. 20) God is a 
Spirit, which God you allow was the Father, then 
the Father by your own teſtimony, is the only true God, 
who ſaid I am the Lord thy God from the land of 
Egypt, and thou ſhalt know no God but me, for there 
is no Saviour beſides me, ( Hoſe, xiii. 4) a juſt God and 
a Saviour (in Chriſt Jeſus,) and there is no God beſide 
me, Jſaiab, xlv. 22, compare with Rum. iii. 25, 2

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n Jobn i, 9. God was in Chriſt, then Chriſt is not 
"that God that was in him, but you ſay, ** Ifael fin- 
nad againſt the Mediator in the cloud,” now the Medi- 
ator, Paul ſays, is the man Chrift Jeſus, whom you 
ſay. had no real perſonal exiſtence till born of the 
Virgin, and then only the inferior part of a perſon, as 
ignorant as , then how could Iſrael fin againſt 
the Mediator if he did not exiſt, 


Again you ſay page 341, take away the divine witneſſes 
en the covenant of grace is of no force,” this wild unſcrip- 
tural aſſertion is compleatly refuted in my Appeal, 
page 56 to 89, and as to what you ſay lower down in 
page 341, is blaſphemy againſt the Son of Man.

(gthly.) You ſay Ad bleſſed are they that iruft in 
Bim. (Pſalm. ii. 12) to which I ſay Amen, and be it 
known to you Mr. Huntington, that through this 
anointed Man (Chriſt Jeſus) is preached unto you the 
forgiveneſs of Sins, and by him all that believe are 
juſtified from all things, from which they could not be 
juſtified by the Law of Moſes, Ad xiii. 38, 39, there- 
fore, bleſſed are they that truſt in him; and now you 
return to Ditton, where you were beſet with Arminians, 
but I ſhall not follow you -there, but were it not 
that I ſhould ſwell my Letter too large, I would diſſect 
what you have wrote in page 237 to 242 and in the top 
of 243, — and ſet forth ſcripture truth againſt your 
notions, as ſet forth in the fore-mentioned pages, yet

offered himſelf } to another who is God, here are three 
Gods, and one of the three a prieſt, this is alittle more 
of the fruits of the Viſion upon Ripley Common; but you 
go on and 'fay bis being an unchangeable Prieſt, and 
* having an unchangeable Prieſt-hood are ſufficient 
proofs of his immutability,” by which you mean an 
Eternal Immutable God, but how plainly doth Paul 
contradict you when he calls our great High Prieft the 
Son of the Immutable God, (Hieb. iv. 14) and ſays he 
is an High Prieſt in things pertaining to God, ( Heb. ii. 
17.) and that the Immutable God made his Son an 
High Prieſt, and this Man, becauſe he abideth ever 
hath an unchangeable prieſt-hood, ( Heb. vii. 21, 24.) 
but you have not only contradifted Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles, but told lies upon the Devil himſelf, who is 
the Father of Lies, ſo of courſe the Father of that lie 
you repreſent the Devil as declaring viz. that Chriſt 
is the moſt high God, page 239, but the Scriptural 
account of the Devil's knowledge, and confeſſion of 
Chrift, contradict you here alſo; ſome of which you 
yourſelf have quoted in the next page of your book, for 
you quote Lale viii. 28, and (the Devil) with a loud 
voice ſaid what have I to do with thee Jeſus, Son of 
God moſt high? but if Jeſus is the Son of God moſt 
high, he is not the moſt high God himſelf, except 
there be two moſt high Gods one the Son of the other, 
but the devils did not confeſs Chriſt the moſt high God, 
for they knew that he was Chriſt, the Son, the holy 
one of the living God, Luke, iv. 34—41, but you 
quote Mart. xxiii, and compare it with (As xvi. 16, 18) 
and becauſe, Chriſt told the Diſciples not to be called 
. maſters, for one was their maſter even Chriſt, and the 
Devil called Paul and Silas ſervants of the moſt high 
God, therefore you infer Jeſus is the moſt high God, 
but the Father who is the one God above all, ſays, if 
I be a maſter where is my fear? (Mala. i. 6,) and 
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Paul was a ſervant of God, and Apoſtle of Jeſus 
Chriſt, (Titus, i. 1) and Paul ſerved the God and 
Father of Chriſt in the goſpel of his Son, therefore the 
Father is the moſt high God, 


But I ſhall now make a few ſhort remarks upon the 
ten diſtin& teſtimonies, that you ſay the Diety of Chriſt 
was eſtabliſhed to us by, and then conclude, but I 
would firſt obſerve, that the fullneſs of the God-head 
dwells in Chriſt bodily, and God the Father is the God 
and head of Chriſt, and fo of courſe his God- head, and 
there is none other the livingand true God but the Father; 
hut you ſay, the Deity of Chriſt, (by which you mean 
that Chriſt is the Eternal God] was firſt eſtabliſhed to 
you by the teſtimony of God the Father, to which 1 
anſwer, the Father bore teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt, that 
he was hjs well beloved Son, but he never bore teſti- 
mony of him being the true God, but you quote Feb. 
i. 8, this together with Jſaiab ix. vi. are explained in 
the Appeal, page 284, and to which I add, if he (God 
the Father) called them gods to whom the word of God 
came, much more may he call his only begotten Son

and in whom the fullneſs of the God-head dwells. 


(2dly.) You fay the Deity of Chriſt is eſtabliſhed 
unto us by the teſtimony of God the Saviour, Rev. i. 8. 
« If I bear witneſs of myſelf my witneſs is true, Jabn v. 37 
Rev. i. 8, is not applied to Chriſt, but to him that is 
and was, and is to come, ſpoken of in the firſt verſe 
and (chapter iv. 8, ,) nor did Chriſt ever call himſelf 
God, but ſaid if I honour myſelf my honour is nothing 
(Fohn, viii. 54) and his witneſs is true. 


3dly.) You ſay © by God the Holy Ghof—what is 
brought (viz, Matt, xxii. 42, 43, 44, 45>) as the Holy

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Ghoſtꝰs teſtimony to prove that Chriſt is God is anſwer- 
ed before in this Letter, and in the Appeal, 177 178. 


(Achly.) You ſay © by the teſtimony of Angels, and 
« the Angels ſaid unto them, I bring you good tidings of great 
j, for unto you ts born this day in the city of David, a 
% Savior which is Chriſt Febovah.” 

You obferve Sir, Jehovah is the Creator of the world, 
and here you repreſent Jehovah as born ſome thouſand 
years after the world was made; in Forty Stripes, you 
faid Chriſt was without Mother as God, but here Jeho- 
vah is born of a woman, but the word Lord in (Luke, ii. 


11.) is not Jehovah, and in what fenſe Chriſt is Lord 
1 have explained elſewhere. 


(5thly.) You fay, ©* by Patriarchs—but the ſcriptures 
teſtify that the Father is the God of the Patriarchs, the 
God of Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, the God of the 
athers, who hath glorified his Son Jeſus, Ach, iii. 13. 
herefore all the paſſages (Gen. iv. 8, 15, 16.—Gen. xxii. 

14, 15, 16) which you quote, can never prove the Son 
to be the God of the Fathers. 


(Ethly.) You ſay, by Prophets, Fer. xxiii. 5, 6, this 
text is explained in the Appeal, page 292—296, and as 
to {/aiah, xliii. 10, 11, applies to the only true Jehovab, 
and beſides whom there is none elſe; and Iſaiah, xl. 3. 
compared with the 10th verſe is alſo explained in the 
Appeal, page 178, 179. Beſides the Scriptures plainly 
teſtify that God the Father is the God of the Prophets, 
who promiſed by the mouth of his holy Prophets. Luke, 
1. 68—70.— Rem. i. 2, to ſend Jeſus Chriſt his Son, 
As, zd chapter, and Chriſt is the Miniſter of the Cir- 
cumcifion for the Truth of God, to confirm the pro- 
miles unto the Fathers, Ram. xv. 8.—A&s xiii. 32, is

thus God who ſpoke in time paſt unto the Fathers, by 
the Prophets, ſpake in theſe laſt days unto us by his Son, 
Heb. i. 1, 2, thus it is clear, not the Son but the Father 
was the God of the Prophets. 


(7thly.) You ſay * by Apoſtles,” 1 John v. 20, 
Rom. ix. 5. If you compare 1 Fobn v. 20. with ( Jobs 
xvii, 3, it will amount to this, the Father is the only 
true God, and he has given us Eternal Life in his Son; 
therefore to know him that is true, and his Son that he - 
ſent, is to us the True God and Eternal Life, and for

(Schly.) You ſay © by the adoration of all the hoſts 
of heaven, this is falſe Sir, and your quoting (Hes. i. 
6.) where it is written that God commanded the Angels 
to worſhip his Son proveth nothing in behalf of your 
notions of Chriſt being the eternal God, for firſt if 
Chriſt be God in the ſame ſenſe as he is who commanded 
the Angels to worſbip his Son, then it is one God com- 
manding worſhip to be given to another, but read Iſaiab 
xlii. 1ſt. to the $th verſe, and ſee what God the Father 
ſays to Chriſt, of himſelf; beſides, the adoration of the 
Hoſts of Heaven contradit your notions, for their 
worſhip is thus ; thou art worthy to take the Book and 
open the Seals thereof, for thou art the eternal God, not 
ſo, for thou art Gad co-equal te God, no, nor that's not it, 
for thou art the ſecond perſon in the God-head the 
God-man, no nor that's not their adoration, but thou 
was Slain, and Redeemed us unto (the one) God by thy 
Blood—and the Angels cry worthy the Lamb that was 
Slain, Rev. v. 9, 12. 


(ann.) You ſay, by Devils, A xvi. 17.” but 
you. have put a falſe conſtruction upon that paſſage, as 
L have ſhewa a few pages back. 


(10thly.) 
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- frothly) You ſay By the predicted confeſſion of all the 
damned, Iſaiah, viii. 21, 22, to this J anſwer thoſe that 
are damned feel the ſentence of the ſecond death, and 
die in their fins, and he that is the true God is not the 
God of the dead but of the living, ( Mark, xii 27,) nor 
is Jeſus ever called the God or King of the damned any 
were in the Scriptures that I know of, he is called the 
Lord of the dead and of the living, but that is of the 
Saints that fleep in Jeſus and ſhall be raiſed in his 
glorious image, and likewiſe he is Lord of all Living 
Saints and of all Lords, but I do not read that Chrift 
is the God and King of the damned, but I read of the 
God of this World, which is the Devil, who works in 
the children of diſobedience, and the Juſt of their father 
they will do, and I likewiſe read of ſome that have a 
King over them, which is the Angel of the bottomleſs 
pit, who is the Devil the deſtroyer, (Rev. ix. 11.) and 
thoſe in Jſaiab, viii, 22. Look unto the earth where 
they commited their abominations and where they glut- 
ted themſelves in their finful Luxurious pleaſures, but 
they can reap nothing from thence now, but by cutting 
refleftion, behold trouble and darkneſs, dimneſs and 
anguiſh, and into the bottomleſs pit they ſhall be driven 
to darkneſs, and look upward like the Rich Man in Hell, 
and curſe their King and God, but whether their God 
means the Devil, as before deſcribed, or that God whoſe 
wrath they feel, (Rev. xvi, 21.) I hall leave you to 
determine, but there is the wrath of God and the wrath 
of the Lamb ſpoken of (Rev. vi.

And thus I conclude my remarks upon your Ten 
diſtin Teſtimonies, and have ſhewn they do not prove, 
what you brought them to prove; and notwithſtanding 
the confuſion you are in, reſpecting the Trinity, you ſay, 
in your Book, called, Light ſhining in ag 5 
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Preface page tith, that fince your deliverance from 
Butler's errors and others (which was by your Viſto 
upon Ripley Common ) that neither Devil, Arian, — 
cinian, or Sabellian have been able to move you, and 
to which I anſwer, perſons are often more confident 
in error, ſuperſtition and ignorance, than the Childrew 
of God are in truth, meekneſs and underſtanding, only 
the former rage, and are more confident, conceited and 
wiſe in their own eyes, than ſeverr men who can ren- 
der a reaſon, the latter conſider their ways and are wiſe, 
the former are ſo wrapped up in deluſion and vain con- 
ceit, that they cannot queſtion and calmly examine 
themſelves, and fay, hath not a deceived heart turned 
me aſide, is there not a lie in my right hand, the lat- 
ter cry unto God, ſaying, ſearch me, oh ! God and try 
my heart and ſee if there be any wicked way in me, 


and lead me in the way everlaſting. 


Of the former ſort were the Phariſees, for they 
were ſo confident and ſteadfaſtly fix'd, that all the 
miracles, doctrines, parables and reproofs of Chriſt 
could never move them from their own opinions and 
the traditions of their Fathers, into the truth, not 
could his word enter through their prejudices and pro- 
feſſion into their hearts, and altho* I don't ſay or be- 
| lieve you are of the ſame deſcription as the Phariſees, 
yet you are ſo ſteadfaſtly fix'd in your notions and con- 
fuſion about Three diſtin perſonalities in the Dei 
that not only Devils, Arians, Socinians and Sabellians 
cannot move you, but you are fo ſteadfaſt, that neither 
Chriſt nor his Apoſtles teſtimonies can move you, 
though they ſo plainly contradict you; for you ſay, 
there is God the Father, God the Son and God the 
Holy Ghoſt, — the Scriptures ſay, there is one God 
and none other but he — you ſay, the God of Iſrael is 
Three Perſons, Chriſt ſays, God is a Spirit, Paul

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ſays Gad is o God, iii, 20, you ſay Chriſt is the only 
wiſe God (kingdom of heaven, &c. page 243) Paul fays 
Chriſt is the Image of the Inviſible only wiſe God,— 

Raw. xvi, 27,— 1 Tim. i, 17, — Col. i, 15, — you fay, 
_ Chriſt is the true God, Chriſt fays the Father is the 
only true God ( Jaba xvii, 3,) you-ſay Chriſt is a juſt 
God and a Saviour, Paul fays Ghriſt is the Mediator be- 
tween God and Men, you ſay Paul's Chriſt was God, 
Ferty Stripes, page 12, by which you mean the true 
God, but Paul fays unto us there is but one God the 
Father, of whom are all things, (1 Cor. viii. 6.) you ſay 
Chriſt is God, equal to God the Father, Paul ſays there 
i» one God the Father above all, (Ephe. iv. 6.) the Son 
Taid my Father is greater than I, my Father is greater than 
all, Jahn x. 29.) you fay Chriſt is the independent 
Jehovah, Paul fays "Chrid Liveth BY the Power of 
God, (2 Cor. xiii. 4,) the Son faid I live by the Father, 
(FJebn vi, 5,) the head of Chrift is God, (1 Cor. xi, 3,) 
you: ſay, Chriſt is the living God, Peter declared he is 
the Son of the living God, (Jobn vi, 69,) — you fay 
Cheiſt is to be worſhiped, as the true eternal God. 
Paul ſays, every tongue is to confeſs him Lord, to the 
Glory 'of God the Father, and Peter ſays God in all 
Wings is to be gloriſieq by Chriſt, (1 Peter iv. 11, 


In ſhort your notions of Chriſt, and there * 
Three diftin& co-equal Perſons in the Deity, are 
contradicted from one end of the fcriptures to the o- 
ther, yet you are ſteadfaſt, yea and you ever will be 
Keadfaſt and ſelf-willed too, except God ſhould ſhew 
you your miſtakes, and humble your heart, notwith- 
ing I have pointed out to you ſo plain, that you 
eannot help but ſee the confuſion and ſelf-contradic- 
tions of your own writings, and alſo, how you cone 
tradiQ' the word of God, |
